ISTANBUL, May 12.—Strategic 
Turkey, which the late Kemal 
Ataturk transformed from “the 
Sick Man of Europe” to a modern 
republic, threw her weight behind 
the Anglo-French anti-aggression 
bloc today with the announcement 
here and in London of the Anglo- 


Turkish military agreement. 
Turkey has a land army of near 
| 200,000 men, a trained reserve, an 


air force with an estimated 500 air- 
planes which she hopes shortly to 
nerease to 1,000, and she long has 


been at work remilitarizing the 
Dardanelles. The reserve force in- 
cludes women who, since their 


emancipation, are liable to military

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Curtailment Means Loss 


A bill has passed the Senate which re- 
quires the railways to compensate em- 
ployees who are thrown out of work as 
the result of agreements between the 
two systems to cut down train services, 
rip up tracks, or take other economy mea- 
sures. Unfortunately no compensation is 
or can be provided for farmers, business 
men and other patrons of the railways 
who also suffer when services are cut 
down or cut out. 

The urge to “co-operate” in the cur- 
tailment of transportation facilities may 
be weakened if the railways have to com- 
pensate employees who would be thus 
thrown out of work. If so, the public 
will benefit along with the railwaymen 
through the continuance of the conditions 
under which they have invested money, 
built farm homes and founded business 
establishments. 
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A Play-Boy to the Home - Makers 


From his rich and varied experience 
with career women, Mr. John Barrymore 
draws the conclusion that “All women 
should have careers and most of them 
want careers. What a life for a woman 
staying home and supervising the mak- 
ing of soup”. What a life, that is, com- 
pared to the privilege of playing around 
the production lots with Barrymores! 

Still, if it were not for women who do 
just such prosaic things as staying home 
and making good soup there wouldn't be 
any Barrymores or career women for 
them to play with. It may not have oc- 
curred to John that only in a tolerant age 
can people who draw large salaries for 
supplying entertainment affect to look 
with contempt on people who do the nec- 
essary work of the world—and get away 
with it. If the women who “stay home 
and make soup” should take it into their 
heads to stay home more than they do, 
he would get a different slant on several 
things—including the unwisdom of a 
parasite throwing insults at the cash cus- 
tomers. 


A Farmer Heard From 


After hearing what members drawn 
from the ranks of school teachers, 
doctors, lawyers, business men and pro- 
fessional politicians thought about the 70 
cent initial price for wheat, the House of 
Commons got the reaction of a “dirt 
farmer” on Wednesday—incidentally, a 
farmer who -holds a degree in agriculture 
from the University of Manitoba. 

Mr. W. G. Weir, member for Mac- 
donald, told the Commons no government, 
of whatever party, could obtain 
western farmers a higher initial price for 
the crop of the present year than the 
figure named. Which suggests that one 
western member at least has taken the 
realistic course of finding out what the 
eastern taxpayers think about the sub- 
ject. Canada, he said, is doing pretty well 
for its wheat-growers, compared with the 
policies of the Governments of Australia 
and the Argentine; which are commonly 
supposed to have done much better. The 
Government, he thought, could not bonus 
wheat to the point of positively encourag- 
ing production without discouraging the 
production of other crops. As bearing on 
this point it is in order to note that 
official estimates show wheat acreage in 
the prairie provinces to be slightly up this 
year while acreages to be sown to other 
grains are down.

If it isn’t thought impertinent for a 
farmer to differ on a question of farm 
policy with authorities drawn from

Too Few Bond-Holders 
The Dominion treasury borrowed 


$165,000,000 in about an hour on Wed- 
nesday. Of the sum, $115,000,000 of new 
bonds were offered in exchange for bonds 
which mature shortly, and $50,000,000 
were offered and sold for cash 

Some of the new bonds are to run for 
three years and bear 1!) per cent in- 
terest; the balance are 19 year bonds, 
paying 3 per cent. The quickness with 
which they were bought shows there is 
plenty of capital available for investment 
at these rates. Not so satisfactory is the 
inference that capital is seeking invest- 
ment in government securilies rather 
than im business; for there is no corre- 


sponding eagerness to put money into in- | 


dustrial and commercial undertakings. 

For whatever reason it is the aim of 
governments,. and has long been the 
practice, to rush through a sale on bonds 
in the shortest possible period of time. 
Rarely are the subscription books open 
for more than'a few hours. Perhaps the 
idea is that a quick sale is proof that 
credit is sound, or helps to stimulate 
public confidence in its soundness. 

But there is another aspect of the 
matter that is worth attention. When 
the books are closed in a _ matter 
of hours or minutes this means that the 
bulk of the bonds have gone to great fin- 
ancial institutions with plenty of money 
on hand, and wealthy men whose occupa- 
tion is investment; and that the small 
investor has hardly had a “look in”. 
Ordinarily the man who has a modest 
bank account made up of savings, and is 
not regularly engaged in making invest- 
ments, learns that a loan is being offered 
about the time the books are declared 
closed and the bonds sold. 

The result is that a disproportionate 
amount of government bonds are held by 
corporations and wealthy individuals; 
few by men of moderate means. A more 
leisured method of sale, that would dis- 
tribute bonds widely among farmers, 
wage-earners, sSalary-earners and other 
casual investors, would be preferable for 
several reasons. 


Editorial Notes 

The rumor that Japan's European 
allies might make a. deal with Russia 
must have reached Tokyo. The army- 
controlled press there bluntly warns 
Germany and Italy that Japan can get 
along without them “in fighting Com- 
munism.” 


If the new well which blew in at 
Steveville turns out to be the producer 
of crude oil indicated, it will mark a very 
important step in the development of the 
oil resources of the province. Black crude 
is what the drillers in the southern areas 
have been particularly looking for, and 
the discovery apparently shows the exist- 
ence of a deposit hitherto unknown.

Current Comment 


| What the C. N. Does for Canada 


Before anyone regards as too dismal the read- 
ing of the financial results of operation of the 
various lines of the Canadian National Railway, 
he should consider certain matters which mater- 
ially change the picture, given by the report sub- 
mitted to the railway committee of the Senate by 
the C.N.R. management. In the first place, the 
figures are for 1937, when the West had a wheat 
crop of only 159,000,000 bushels, the lowest for a 
long period. In the second place, the C.N.R. is 
not alone in having many lines that do not pay; 
the C.P.R. has a large number. Then the newer 
parts of the country, where railways would be 
less expected to pay, are largely served by the 
Government system. Finally, the C.N.R. lines 
have greatly facilitated the production of 
national wealth, and the resulting benefit to 
business and the enhancement of the general 
welfare have far exceeded the cost of making up 
the annual deficit. The vast service which the 
publicly owned railway is rendering to the people 
of Canada is a reality which they should keep 
clearly in mind.

If anyone would be disposed to abandon 
C.N.R. lines that do not pay operating expenses, 
where would he begin? Would he stop the ser- 
vice on the line to the Flin Flon and Sherritt- 
Gordon mining field? That line cost $9,000,000 
and it is losing money every year. But it has led 
to an anual production of $25,000,000 of new 
wealth, Would anyone close up the lines to 
other industries, or to farming districts inte 
which many settlers have gone? Obviously, thst 
cannot be done, and it would not be wise to do 
it, because many of the lines that are losing 
money are really serving the country well by 
encouraging and increasing production. 

It may look like poor business from a railway 
point of view. A private railway, operated prim- 
arily for profit, would not incur deficits on such 
a scale. It could not do so. But a large corpora- 
tion, operating a railway in connection with one 
or more other industries which it was develop- 
ing, would willingly absorb a deficit on the rail- 
way if it made the industries profitable. The 
Canadian people are in the same position. If 
they regard their railway as a great means of 
stimulating production from the rich resources of 
the country, which it is, they need worry less 
about the railway deficit. 

Sixty per cent of our national wealth is pro-. 
duced in territory served by the Canadian Na- 
tional, according to Mr. S. W. Fairweather, 
economist and head of the research department 
of that railway. He also states that, because of 
the manner in which the railways have stimu- 
lated production in Canada, our taxes, heavy 
though they may seem, consume a smaller pro- 
portion of our national income than in many 
other countries, including Great Britain and the 
United States. 


* * 


It is the facilitating of prduction that has 
placed Canada so high among the trading nations, 
and has given our people a standard of living 
which is amongst the highest in the world. This 
country, with its comparatively small population, 
holds fourth place in export trade, ranking with 
the great nations. And what the production of 
wealth has done for the welfare of the people 
is seen in the number of motor-cars they possess, 
and radio sets, telephones and other things, 
which, in almost all other countries, are not en- 
joyed to anything like the same extent. 

The production of new wealth which has 80 
benefited the country would never have taken 
place if railways were not to be built unless they 
would pay operating costs and fixed charges, <r 
were to be abandoned if they ceased to earn 4 
profit. Deficits on railways in new territory, 
which they are built to develop, are to be ex- 
pected. The C.P.R. was not expected to pay for 
some years, and it was very heavily subsidized 
for that reason. 

The privately-owned railway is operated for 
profit, That is the reason for its existence. The 
constant purpose of the management must be to 
try to ensure that profit. The publicly-owned 
railway has a quite different function. It is not 
exclusively a railway business. The people who 
1ave other large interests, the promotion 
is of great importance to them. If they 
regard their railway as an effective agency in 
advancing their other interests—the development 
of the latent wealth of the country—and on that 
account do not regard too seriously the fact that 
ailway does not meet all its costs, they will 
wing a sound business policy, precisely 
the same as a large development corporation 
would do, thinking only of the total results of 
the combined enterprises. 

Any general abandonment of lines that are 
operated at a loss would close down a great num- 
ber of industries; it would intensify unemploy- 
ment and give a body blow to the business of the 
country. 
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The operating results would be much better 
in a good crop year and with economic conditions 
otherwise improved, than in the report referred 
to above. Many of those who deplore so greatly 
the losses of the C.N.R. are much more concern- 
ed about the earnings of the C.P.R. By picturing 
the government railway as purely a railway 
proposition on the same profit-seeking basis as 
the private company, they make it look bad. But 
they are not on the same basis at a!!, and the re- 
sults of operation are not comparable, though a 
desperate effort is made to make them seem so. 

The Canadian Nationa) has a specia! function. 
It is an instrument of national policy. It is aid- 
ing the development of the country and the pro- 
duction of wealth in a way in which the private 
company could not do. It is thus contributing 
very largely to the national welfare, and the 
benefit derived is far greater than the loss on 
the operation of the railway. That is the essen- 
tial fact to be remembered in considering the 
position of the Canadian National.—Winnipeg 
Free Press. 


ANGORA WOOL FROM CANADIAN RABBITS 

Centred in the village of Abercorn, Quebec, 
one of the newest of Canadian industries, the 
breeding of angora rabbits on a commercial scale, 
is now entering its third prosperous year. Run 
by a co-operative unit of several breeders the 
industry boasts about six hundred angoras, each 
producing about a pound and a half of wool a 
year. An increasing demand for the silky, long- 
haired wool is aiding the industry in its growth, 
says the April issue of the C-1-L Oval, in which 
the co-operative activity is described.

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The Passing Show 


Because cancer is such a dread disease, it's 
encouraging to note the progress that is being 
made to procure early diagnosis and find effec- 
tive treatment. Figures would indicate that it is 
a growing disease of civilization, though they 
may merely connote that diagnosis is more 
accurate than in the past. 
Until it was correctly diag- 
nosed, no one died from ap- 
pendicitis; they died from in- 
* flammation of the bowels, There are whole tribes 

of people who are free from cancer, due to frugal 
living and ample exercise. They may be un- 
kempt and externally unclean, like those Hima- 
layan tribes that Sir William Arbuthnot Lane 
mentions, but internally they are in excellent 
health, 

To the several reports of cancer research 
made this year, and recently noted in this 
column, is one made a few days ago to the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. Drs, G. Failla and 
K, Sugiura of Memorial hospital in New York 
City, have been experimenting with X-rays on 
mice that were affected with cancer. Among 
other things, they tried‘an injection of pure dis- 
tilled water. 

Mice with a certain type of deadly cancer 
which is 100 per cent fatal, when treated with 
500-volt X-rays, showed a two per cent regres- 
sion of the cancer. Other mice, with the same 
type of cancer, which received injections of dis- 
tilled water in addition to the X-ray treatment, 
showed a 30 per cent regression. 

When treated with distilled water and 1,000- 
volt X-rays they showed a 50 per cent regres- 
sion. That was marvellous, but a still greater 
marvel followed. When the distilled water was 
subjected to irradiation by radium rays, the re- 
gression proved to be 100 per cent—or a complete 
cure,

many cases where X-ray treatment is tried, the 
tumor is insensitive to the rays. To increase the 
dose to a degree when the cancer will be affected 
means that the adjoining normal tissue would 
suffer damage. 

As explained to the savants at the National 
Academy of Science, the cancer cells are literally 
“drowned” by the distilled water. The diseased 
cells are thrown into a state of “ironic im- 
balance” by the X-rays, so that a rapid intake of 
water is induced. The diseased cells absorb so 
much of the distilled water that they destroy 
themselves; the adjacent normal cells, not being 
placed into a state of “ironic imbalance” by the 
rays, are unaffected by the injections of water. 

All life has an electrical pattern. All matter 
is of electric origin. The great rise in the elec- 
trical potential, which is the earliest indication 
of cancer, may yet enable medical science to 
treat morbid flesh with the very stuff of life 
itself. What secrets remain to be wrung! Said 
Tennyson of the flower: 


Flower in the criminal wall, 
I pluck you out of the crannies, 
I hold you here, root and all, in my hand, 
Little flower—but if I could understand 
What you are, root and all, and all in all, 
i should know what God and man is.

Might Lose British 
Market 


Editor Bulletin: How many farm- 
ers have given any thought to that 
part of the Hon. Mr. Dunning’s bud- 
get speech that had to do with the 
proposed duties on vegetable oils 
used in manufacture of soap and 
shortening? 

I have studied this situation very 
| carefully since the budget speech 
was made on April 25, in which the 
following statement appeared: 

> The imposition of an excise 
tax of three cents per pound upon 
the vegetable oil content of vege- 
table shortenings and lard com- 
| pounds, and of two cents per pound 
on the vegetable oil content of soaps 
of all kinds, such excise taxes in all 
instances to apply to both the do- 
mestic and the imported product.” 

This statement appears innocent 
enough to the rank and file of the 
country, but as a farmer who raised 
only a few hogs previous to the Ot- 
tawa Agreement with Great Britain 
coming into force, we now market 
about 300 hogs per year, and have 
found them the most profitable de- 
partment on the farm as it only 
takes six months to get our money 
back. To confirm this it is only 
necessary for me to refer to the 
present price prevailing for winter 
wheat, of which we had 1,000 bush- 
els after we threshed last fall. I 
need not tell my farmer friends that 
as a result of the world’s condition 
it was impossible to sell this wheat 
to give us back our cost. So what 
did we do on Dunrobin Farm? We 
were fortunate in having hogs to 
feed and our fall wheat formed a 
larger basis of the grain we fed, 

And how did it work out? 

We need only refer to the 
Monthly Crop Report issued by the 
Ontario Dep: nent of Agriculture 
for March which under the heading 
“Cash Value per Bushel of Grain 
When Used for Hog Production” 
| states that where the farm price for 
hogs was $8.00 per 100 pounds, and
